ALLEN KILLED HIMSELF.

His Brain Was Affected by the Heat
During His Residence in Cen-
tral America.

John J. Allen, a brother of Thomas
Allen, of 36 New street, committed
sulelde at 12,30 o'clpck yesterday noon
at his brother's home by shooting him-
gelf In the forehead. Allen came to
the chty last Friday from Central
America, where he had been for the
last four years.

He returned to Seranton to rest and
to tecuperate hig health, which had
been partlally shattered by the extrgma
heat of the Central American climate:
His brain was affected and there were
times when he acted in a very odd
manner, being subject to fitg of de-
gpondency, He wuas an Englisnman by
birth and 48 years of age, and hefore
living in Beranton was a resident, to-
gother with hig brothers, Thomas and
Michael, the latter of whom now lives
in Carbondale, of Parsons, He was a
machinist by trade.

Yesterday he had dinner, then lit hla
pipe and walked upstairs, One instant
later the report of a revolver ghot was
heard and, on the famlly rushing up-
gtalrg, they found him lying on the
floor dead, with the blood flowing from
u large hole in his forehead,

Clasped in his right hand was the 44-
eallbre six-shooter with which he did
the shooting, while In his left hand h2
stlll held fast his pipe.

The pollee were notifled, ag was also
Coroner Koberts. Chief of Pollce Rob-
ling and City Detective John Molr Yis-
Ited the house and examined the body.
No one was aware that he had a re-
volver in his porsession and just whera
he procured it Is not known.

WITNESS GAVE JURY
VALUABLE POINTERS

TOLD OF THE EXISTENCE OF A
COUNCILMANIC CABAL,

Worked Through an Executive Com-
mittese and Among Its Achieve-
ments Was the BSecuring of a
Regular Monthly Stipend for Each
Member in Consideration of Thelr
Taking Care of a Certain Qorpora-
tion's Legislation--OCounciimen One
After the Other Deny Wrongdoing
and Explain Suspicious Actions.

It may be that the Lexowing of clty
hall will not result In an Indictment,
but Lt can be relled upon that the
grand jJury will submit & report that
will be read with fnore than passing
Interest,

Enough has already been dlsclosed to
convinee the jury that the reports so
common aboutl corruption in eity legis-
lation and the administration of city
affalrs are founded on facts, but as yet
there {8 wanting the testimony that
would warrant gending the gullty par-
tleg before a jury, and until that is
grecured it would be not only valn, but
unfalr and Injudicious, to cause a great
seandal at a great expense, without
¢Mfecting anything more than giving
the transgressors a firmer bellef thal
they can offend without fear of being
offended,

Bome things have developed which
would wartant the jury in sending cer-
tain persons into court If the offense
of which they are prima facle proven
gullty was within the scope of the in-
quiry, but as the charge of Judge Ed-
warde directed the jury to inquire into
three eertaln matters, the telephong
ordinance, the eleetric light contract
and the slot machines, they are not at
lbeYty to Inquire Indiscriminately Into
transgressions of the law of all kinds
and characters, but must confine them-
selves lo these three particular sub-
Jeets,

A councilman could confesas to hav-
ing burned a church and the jury
would not be called upon to take cog-
nizance of I,

ALLEGED COMBINATION.

What the jury is particularly striving
to run down is the allegation that a
cabal was formed In counclls for the
sole purpose of extorting money from
parties seeking privileges. One of the
carly withesseas made the disclosure of
the existence of this leg-pulling com-
bine and indicated to the jury where it
might look for corroboration,

He gnld the members of the cabal
had a regular organization with a full
sot of officers and held formal meets
inge whenever *“‘there was anything
dolng." Its outelde work was done by
un executlve committee, and among its
achlevements was to successfully se-
cure & regular monthly stipend from
a certnin large corporation, which had
oceasion to frequently be in need of
friends In council,

The jury has sifted the thing down
80 that It now rests with three or four
witnesges yvet to be examined to prove
or disprove the story. Some of these
witnesges ure out of town, and It may
be thes will not be back In time to
permit the jury to avall itself of thelr
knowledge., If they can be secured
they will have some expiaining to do.

The jury will llkely be In session all
of today and part of tomorrow. Thelr
report can be looked for tomorrow af-
ternoon or Saturday morning, Thirly
witnesses were examined yesterday,
and abut half a8 many more are sume-
moned for today. Among these latter
ate Mayor Molr, who was subpoenaed
Inst night, as a result of certain de-
velopments of yesterday.

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MARTIN JURY WILL
BE CHARGED TODAY

CLOSING TESTIMONY OFFERED
YESTERDAY MORNING.

The Afternocon Was Devoted to
Arguing Law Points and with the
Closing Addresses of ex-Attorney
General H. W. Palmer for the De-
fense and Major Everett Warrén
for the Plaintiff—Dr. Charles L.
Dana, the Eminent Specialist, Was
on the Stand in the Morning.

When United States court opens this
morning Judge Joseph Buffington will
charge the jury In the case of Attor-
ney John T. Martin against the Dela-
ware and Hudson company and it will
be given to the jury for conslderation.

The closing evidence was offered at
the morning session of court yesterday
and In the afternoon law polnts were
presented and argued and the closing
arguments to the jury made by ex-
Attorney General H. W. Palmer for
the defendant company and Major Ev-
erett Warren for the plaintift,

The court room was crowded to hear
the closing addresses of these two
leaders of the legal profession of this
part of the state, Mr. Palmer's ad-
dress was a vast disappointment. He
sild little about his case, but devoted
himself principally to coarse ahuse of
Attorney Nathan' Vidaver, an infamous
statement about one of the physicians
and insinuations about the honesty of
the others. He concluded with sneer-
Ing alluslons to the character of the
practice that the plaintiff had before
his Injury.

Major Warren's address was of the
clear out, systematically arranged
character for which he Is famed, In
dignified but unmistakeable language
he rebuked what he termed “the im-
portation from Wilkes-Barre'" for hils
“gratultious and unwarranted abuse of
everybody and everything connected
with the plaintiff's side of the case.”

DR. BURNS EXAMINED,

When court opened yesterday morn-
ing the examination-in-chief of Dr,
Reed Burns, of this city, was resumed.
In hig opinion the affiletion from which
Mr. Mairtin suffers Js curable. He
would not undertake to say how long
it would take to effect a cure in such
a case, because he had not sufficlent
experience In that particular line of
cases 1o unable him to slate accurately.

Prof, C. T. Dana, the celebrated New
York speclalist on nervous diseasen,
was the next witness examined. On
direct examination he testifled that
he had examined Martin in Hotel Jer-
myn on March 14, He belteved that
he I8 suffering from traumatic hys-
terien neurosls, a purely functional
digorder, He slated that this disorder
could be cured In from six months to
two years. He stated positively that
there ig no organie trouble with the
brain or epinal cord in Mr. Martin's
CARD,

Major Warren, In cross-exafining,
rend from a wmedical book, writtan
partly hy Profesror Dana soine years
ago. In this It #tuted that as a gen-
eral rule in cases of traumatic hys-
terico neurosis, the patient is rarely
the rame man afterwards, especially
If the complaint {8 the result of a
gevere nervous ahock. Professor Duna
admitted this to be true, but sald that
the yuotation dldn't strictly apply to
Martin's case. Major Warren wantsd
him to say whether or not mediclne
WRSs an exact #clence, but the question
was not allowed.

DR, LOGAN'S8'OPINION.

Dr, H. V. Logan was one of the doc-
tors who examined the plaintiff at
taston. There was no evidence of a
wasting of the muscles, but there was
an apparent loss of sensation all over
the body, He belleves Martin's case Is
curable. In his opinlon, If Martin I8 in
the condition the doctors who testifled
for the plaintiff gay he I8, he could
not have engaged in the struggle In
the Hotel Jermyn which Martin's
brother testified to last Saturday.

That ended the testimony for the de-
fense and Dr., John O'Malley and Dr.

T F. Gunster were called In rebuttal.
They swore that Martin while buoyed
up by excitement could have struggled
as described by Martin's brother.

Court adjourned for the noon recess
and when It reconvened the law points
on behalf of the plaintiff and defend-
ant were presegted and argued by At-
torney Joseph O'Brien and ex-Judge
Jessup,

At 2,40 Mr, Palmer began the closing
address for the defense to the jury

plaintiff. It Is the duty of his attor-
neys to maxe his condition about as
bad as possible to enlarge hin damages
and they have done thie. We have no
desire to minimize his Injurles and we
want you to give him just what he In
entitled to and to make up your ver-
diet according to the law and the evie
dence,"

TESTIMONY OF PHYBICIANSE,

He referred to the testimony of the
physiclans called by the defense, all
of whom sald that the disease from
which Martin |s suffering ls curable.
He reminded the jurors that thelr ver-
dict was not be to based upon sympa-
thy, but upon the evidence and Lhe
law bearing upon it.

Major Warren In his address spoke
for about an hour and a .half, He
said they were not asking for a sym-
pathy verdict, nor for an exaggerated
verdict. They wanted justice, nothing
more and nothing less. Mr. Warren
sald If the jurors were Lo Ignore every-
thing that had been offered upon the
part of the plaintif and base thelr
verdict solely on the defendant's side
of the case they would have to say
that this man Is now a physical wreck
as & result of this accldent; that he
must be {solated from his family; that
he must go to a sanitarium for from
one month to two years and that after
doing thix he may recover, but that
complete recovery Is very rave,

“If you believe our stalement of the
case,” he continued, “this man has only
two things before him in life, the mad
house or the grave.” As to the amount
of the verdiet, Mr. Warren sald that,
consldering the estimated earning ca-
pacity of Martin at the time of the ac-
cldent it could not be less than $50,000,
and even then that they would have
to take it for granted that Martin
would not advance in his profession,
which would be a wholly unwarranted
view of the case to take, It was §
o'clock when My, Warren concluded and
court adjourned until 1 o'clock this aft-
ernoon.
